On U. S. Can Strike 


NEW YORK uf— Portly Em an­ 
uel Ebin, a m eat canner, was told 
a few years a g o'by his wife: 


“ You are getting too heavy. You 
will have to take off some weight.” 
Since his wife was a physician, 
Ebin decided to follow her advice. 
But, like millions of other Ameri­ 
cans, he found that sticking to a 
diet required not only willpower— 
it also took a lot of time and trou­ 
ble. 
It is the rare hostess or restaur-1 
ant that considers the special di-* 
etary problems of guests. And peo­ 
ple on diets who prepare their own 
I , dishes find it quite a nuisance.

When Geo rge White was elected to beco me 
the 53rd go v erno r o f Ohio two d ecad es ago , 
the state was talking p o litics in terms o f issu es 
p resented by Harry L. Dav is, Vic Do nahey and 
My ers Y. Co o p tr. 
Martin L. Dav ey and Jo hn Bricker were to 
co me o n the scene so o n afterward bu t they 
were still y o u ng men with a fu tu re in 1930. 
Frank J. Lau sche and Tho mas J. Herbert had 
fu tu res, to o , bu t no o ne had begu n to be co n­ 
cerned with their p o ssible imp act o n p o litics. 
The id eas o f James M. Co x , Frank B. Willis, 
Ju d so n Harmo n, My ro n T. Herrick and Geo rge 
K. Nash were still in co mmo n circu latio n in 
19 30. After all, this was 23 y ears ago , when 
Ohio was still u nd er sev en millio n in p o p u la­ 
tio n, instead o f mo re than eight millio n, as it 
is to d ay .

Go v . White was re-elected to a seco nd term 
in 1932. After he left the go v erno r’s mansio n 
he co ntinu ed to be o ne o f Ohio ’s fav o rite figu res 
in p u blic life — o ne o f the mo st resp ected and 
best lo v ed men o f his era. 
His d eath in 
Flo rid a is a remind er to many Ohio ans that 
they and their state hav e been gro wing o ld er.

Benso n reflects fo r the first time the mis­ 
giv ings o f many farmers abo u t the u ltimate 
effect o f go v ernment su bsid ies, the u nwield y 
p ro d u ctio n su rp lu ses the su bsid ies hav e created 
and the p ro d u ctio n co ntro ls which so o ner o r 
later mu st be the p enalty fo r p rice su p p o rts. 
The imp act o f Benso n’s cand o r can best be 
ju d ged by the v io lence o f his critics. They real­ 
ize the mo st ex p lo siv e thing in p o litics fo r the 
nex t few y ears might be ind ep end ent thinking 
amo ng fanners—the o nly large mino rity in 
o f self-reliance and p o litical bip artisanship . 
Rep . Halleck's challenge to p eo p le who hav e 
been d ictating to farmers instead o f listening 
to them will get no attentio n in the cities bu t 
it will be no ted in ev ery farmho u se in the 
United States.

1 man is u nable to sho w u p 
in time to set things in mo tio n- 
Bu t what’s need ed is an abso lu te 
stand ard . 
There sho u ld be an o fficial sno w 
stick with marks o n it at v ario u s 
heights to ind icate Po ssibly Sno w­ 
bo u nd , Pro bably Sno wbo u nd , Of­ 
ficiary Sno wbo u nd and Ind efinite­ 
ly Sno wbo u nd . 
The calibratio ns co u ld be wo rked

when the swinging signs stand at 
right angles to the gro u nd and a 
gale if they break lo o se fro m their 
mo o rings. 
Ev ery ho u seho ld in the sno w belt 
wo u ld hav e a sno w stick hanging 
in the bro o m clo set alo ng sid e the 
y ard stick. Whenev er the q u estio n 
came u p as to whether o r no t it 
was time to let o ff nerv o u s tensio n 
and go limp in a state o f blissfu l 
sno wbo o md ed ness, the stick wo u ld 


be taken o u tsid e and thru st into 
the sno w. 
If it came u p with a read ing o f 
Officially Sno wbo u nd , that wo u ld 
settle the q u estio n. Po ssibly Sno w­ 
bo u nd wo u ld co nstitu te a thin ex ­ 
cu se to go o f o ff and start knitting 
u p the rav eled sleev es o f care and 
Pro bably Sno wbo u nd wo u ld co n­ 
stitu te a su bstantial ex cu se.

o f reced ing, it is a frau d . So o ner 
o r later, they co me right back 
to their o riginal p ro p o sitio n. 


THEY HAVE time. They d o no t 
hav e to meet electio n d ay s. They 
d o no t change their p o licies as 
ad ministratio ns change. They go 
o n witho u t 
change, 
o rtho d o x ly 
p u rsu ing their co u rse o f emp ire. 
Therefo re co nferences with them 
are meaningless.

They are p ermitted by their new 
masters to p lay the ro le o f an­ 
tago nists, o f insu lters, o f hu mili- 
ato rs o f the Western p o wers to 
who m the Ru ssians, themselv es, 
are so mewhat mo re p o lite these 
d ay s. 


THERE IS no lo ss fo r the Ru s­

And so when the Bermu d a Co n­ 
ference d issip ates into no thing, the

ences. Or, p erhap s it may be the 
Ru ssian p lan to transfer this d is­ 
cu ssio n fro m Panmu njo m to Ber­ 
lin.

They want to co me 
in as neu trals; that is to attend 
the co nference as the med iato rs 
between the United Natio ns and 
the Marx ist Univ ersal State, which 
they head . 
Had their p lans su cceed ed , they 
wo u ld hav e been abso lv ed o f co m­ 
p licity in the aggressio n in Ko rea. 
Had their p lans su cceed ed , a 
member o f the United Natio ns 
wo u ld , in effect, hav e been able 
to establish that aggressio n against 
the United Natio ns is

THAT IS WHAT the Ru ssians 
hav e been try ing to establish at 
Panmu njo m. T he y 
failed 
to 
achiev e this p ro gram at the United 
Natio ns, hav ing been v o ted d o wn 
whenev er they p ro p o sed it. So the 
meetings o p ened at Panmu njo m 
and their creatu res reintro d u ced 
the same p ro gram. 
If the co nference is reo p ened , 
the p ro gram will co me u p again 
and , if p o ssible, they will raise 
it again at Berlin and at ev ery 
co nference. 
They nev er giv e u p —becau se 
they hav e a clear p u rp o se and 
they hav e time.

“Co me to Germany and take a 
title.” 
At the rate German “no bility ” 
is mu shro o ming, su ch an inv itatio n 
might well beco me o ne o f the 
lu re-lines in German trav el ad ­ 
v ertising. 
Ju d ging fro m all the titles o n 
d isp lay , the German no bility was 
nev er mo re flo u rishing. “H e r r 
Baro n” and “herr co u nt” h av e 
beco me so co mmo np lace as to at­ 
tract little no tice; and “p rinces” 
and “p rincesses” ru b elbo ws with 
co mmo ners in su ch nu mbers that 
German chi’d ren are beginning to 
lo se interest in fairy tales. Small 
wo nd er that co wbo y sto ries o u tsell 
fairy tales by a wid e margin 
amo ng German child ren. 
As with mo st u np leasant facts o f 
life in West Germany , the birth o f 
this sp u rio u s aristo cracy is blamed 
o n the co ld war. 
Millio ns o f refu ges and ex p ellees 
hav e arriv ed in West Germany 
since 1945 in tatters and witho u t 
the semblance o f id entificatio n o f 
any kind . When asked fo r id enti­ 
ficatio n d o cu ments, mo st o f them 
mu mble: “The Ru ssians • . . they 
were go ing to sho o t u s . . . we had 
to flee with o nly the clo thes o n o u r 
backs.” 
What can o ne say to an ex p lana­ 
tio n like that? No thing, o f co u rse. 
So in time, after the refu gee has 
been screened , he casts abo u t fo r a 
way to earn a liv ing in o v ercro wd ­ 
ed , imp o v erished West Germany .

If the refu gee is bo ld and imag­ 
inativ e he ad o p ts a title—the p re­ 
cise title d ep end ing o nly o n t h e 
sco p e o f his d aring and his flair 
fo r the fictitio u s. Ind eed , to stay 
aliv e and be at all su ccessfu l a 
refu gee has to be bo ld and imagina­ 
tiv e; and as a matter o f fact to 
beco me a “no bleman” in p o stwar 
Germany d o es no t req u ire ex ces­ 
siv e au d acity . Once y o u hav e set 
y o u rself v p 
au '* b trr baro n** o r 
“herr co u nt,” who can co ntradict 
y o u ? 


Ord inarily it wo u ld be fairly 
simp le to check u p o n a sp u rio u s 
co u nt. One wo u ld simp ly go to the 
German no bility achiv es. Bu t if 
the “aristo crat” co mes fro m the 
So v iet zo ne (and mo st o f the new 
German “no bility ” d o es) this is 
imp o ssible. The So v iets d o no t p er­ 
mit file-searching in their o ccu p a­ 
tio n zo ne. 
No bo d y kno ws ho w many bo gu s 
no belmen there are in West Ger­ 
many . Po lice hav e arrested 2,000, 
ho wev er, and they estimate that 
fo r ev ery “aristo crat” behind jail 
bars there are 50 liv ing u nd etected . 
There is so me lo gic behind this 
grab fo r titles. “Herr baro n” in 
the p o stwar Germany , will hav e 
infinitely greater so cial and bu si­ 
ness o p p o rtu nities than ju st p lain 
“her — 
So sno bbish is the bu s­ 
tling new Germany that it is d iffi­ 
cu lt ev en to get a su itable table 
in a first-class restau rant o r a 
co mfo rtable ro o m in a ho tel u n­ 
less y o u can brand ish a title. 
The mu shro o ming o f co u nterfeit 
no bility has d ebased the v alu e o f 
titles to a p o int where legitimate 
ho ld ers o f a simp le “v o n,” the 
lo west grad e o f German no bility , 
feel ju stified in u p -grad ing their 
title to meet the co mp etitio n o f 
the imp o sto rs. 
Mo st o f the false no bles ad o p t 
false names as well, bu t a few 
fake “aristo crats” hav e ev en been 
bo ld eno u gh to assu me the well- 
kno wn names o f Pru ssian o r Ba­ 
v arian families. In fact, o nly two 
y ears ago a fake Prince Ho henzo l- 
lern managed to d u p e a wealthy 
American heiress into marriage o n 
the strength o f his su p p o sed title. 
Swind lers hav e been q u ick to ex ­ 
p lo it the p o ssibilities o f a title. 
Mo st o f the fake aristo crats ar­ 
rested maintained they had ad o p ted 
a false title to p lay a mo re p ro m­ 
inent ro le in so cial, p u blic o r bu si­ 
ness life, o r to marry a rich girl. 
“And it wo rked like a charm,” 
o ne pho ny co unt admitted. **A title 
is a mag ic wo rd in Germany to ­ 
day,**

it beco mes ex p ed ient to d isso lv e the ru les and 
regu latio ns and to assu me an attitu d e that the

tio n o f cau ses that imp el a sep aratio n. We ho ld 
these tru ths to be self-ev id ent: 
1. That all men are created eq u al, bu t that

o n the issu e, the nu mbers inv o lv ed and the 
TV screen sp eeches. That the eq u ality o f the 
inno cent by stand er is su bject to cancellatio n 
witho u t no tice. That eq u ality , so far as the gen­ 
eral p u blic is co ncerned , is strictly “fo r the 
bird s,” with the geese getting p rio rity . 
2. That all men ho ld certain inalienable rights 
(when, and if), ex cep t as hereinafter no ted ar.d 
go o d o nly u ntil p u nched . Amo ng these rights 
are life, liberty and the p u rsu it o f imp atience, 
lu x u ries, mo re mo ney and less wo rk. 
3. We ho ld that whenev er any circu mstance 
hamp ers these rights, it is the right o f any 
gro u p to slam the d o o r, hu rry to the nearest 
mike, gu m u p the wo rks, inco nv enience his 
neighbo r and d eny there are two sid es to ev ery 
sto ry . It beco mes the d u ty o f su ch gro u p s to 
co mp licate the situ atio n, ad d to the eco no mic 
snafu , make it to u gh o n the man nex t d o o r, 
and institu te new ru les which seem to them 
mo re likely to affect their hap p iness. 


The histo ry o f the American Way o f Life is 
a histo ry o f p ersecu tio n. To p ro v e this, we cite 
these cand id facts to the wo rld : 
The American eco no mic sy stem has mad e it 
d ifficu lt fo r u s to hav e mo re than o ne car to 
a garage. 
It has mad e it hard to hav e a TV set u p stairs 
and d o wn. 
It has abo lished the o ld iro n sto v e, the wash- 
tu b, the wo o d en icebo x , the ho rse and bu ggy , 
the kero sene lamp , the 400-y ard trip to the 
“Chic Sales.” and the magic lantern. 
We hav e been restrained in o u r p u rsu it o f 
mo re than two semi-annu al Flo rid a v acatio ns 
p er y ear, the two -d ay week, better wo rld to u r 
literatu re, bigger ro ad map s, larger d ance 
halls, and mo re go o se feathers in mattresses. 
It has bro u ght abo u t an into lerable situ atio n 
where no wr and then we enco u nter so mething 
that can’t be d o ne by p ressing a bu tto n o r tu rn­ 
ing a d ial. 
The American sy stem has d enied to u s a sta­ 
tio n wfago n in ev ery family , go v ernment baby ­ 
sitting, fed eral d istribu tio n o f swimming p o o ls 
and weekly rep air o f TV sets at state ex p ense. 
It has su p p lied u s with o nly 50 times the se­ 
cu rity p ro tectio n and help which o u r fo refathers 
were affo rd ed . 
It has sent ho rd es o f agents fo rth to aid u s 
in o wning o u r o wn ho mes; it has arranged fo r 
25 - y ear p ay ments; it has mad e it p o ssible fo r 
u s to enjo y all the lu x u ries o f life o n the install­ 
ment p lan, bu t we are still witho u t co lo r TV 
sets. 
These inju stices being ap p arent, we so lemn­ 
ly d eclare all men free and d isco ntented and 
entitled to a med iatio n bo ard in ev ery hassle. 
Fo r the su p p o rt o f this d eclaratio n we p led ge 
o u r liv es, the o ther fello w’s fo rtu nes and o u r 
gro wing sense o f su sp icio n that the o ther gu y 
is no t giv ing u s a sq u are d eal.

Tomorrow—four month s and four 
day s after th e fire—GM will be 
able to make transmissions at Wil­ 
low Run as fast as it did at Livonia 
—at 4,000 a day .

Beh ind th ese epic ach ievements,! 
fantastic for even such an indus­ 
trial goliath as General Motors, is 
perh aps th e most amazing come­ 
back effort in th e h istory of th e auto 
industry . 
Pooling 
t a l e nt s , resources, 
scrambling lines of auth ority , GM 
launch ed an industrial miracle. 
Th e basic recovery ' plan was con­ 
ceived on th e nigh t of th e fire 
by Sh errod E. Skinner, in a plane 
h urry ing to th e disaster. 
As vice president in ch arge of 
GM’s accessory group, Skinr.er 
was responsible for th e Detroit 
¡transmission division. He was in 
New York wh en th e fire broke out. 
Operating on information ph oned 
h im before takeoff, h e wrote off 
th e Livonia plant as a complete 
loss. Making certain assumptions, 
h e sketch ed out th e basic recovery 
plan. 
Wh ile th e flames still roared, 
Skinner outlined h is plan at a top- 
! level policy meeting with oth er 
, GM ex ecutives. 
Th ree basic decisions were h am­ 
mered out: 
1. To salvage th e vital mach inery 
from th e Livonia plant and clear 
th e site. 
2. To go back to th e Riopelle 
plant in Detroit and assemble 
transmissions from parts made 
wh erever possible, getting back 
into limited production in th e sh ort­ 
est time. 
3. To find a new h ome for th e 
Detroit transmission division and 
get into volume production for 
1954 models by Jan. 1. 
A skeleton assembly line still 
ex isted at Riopelle, but with GM’s 
fabricating mach ines out of com­ 
mission, th e parts h ad to be made 
by outside sources. 
Parts started flowing from mid- 
western contractors back into De­ 
troit and at 10 a.m., Oco. 19, th e 
first Hy dra-Matic made any wh ere 


j for 68 day s rolled off th e assembly 
i line. Anoth er 199 followed th e same 
day . 
i 
By Nov. 15, Riopelle was build­ 
ing transmissions at its old capaci­ 
ty rate of 1,200 a day . 
Starting from scratch , GM con­ 
verted th e former Kaiser Motors 
Corp. bomber plant at Willow Run 
into a fabrication and assembly 
plant and built th e first production 
model th ere in 77 day s. 
Working 12 h ours a day , seven 
day s a week, 40 GM engineers 
designed th e Willow Run lay out in 
th e incredible time of 17 % day s. 
Th is included plotting th e pre­ 
cise location of more th an 4,000 
mach ines, and making ex tensive 
revisions in th e assembly ' line. 


P. E. Cartwrigh t, transmission’s 
director of standards and meth ods, 
"I would h ave told h im I needed 
six to eigh t month s to get th e new 
plant on paper.” 
And duplicating Livonia at Wil­ 
low Run was more difficult in 
many way s th an designing a new 
plant, h e added. 
For 
ex ample, 
some 
37 0.000 
square feet, or one-fourth of th e 
floor space, h ad a 36-foot h igh 
ceiling, some 16 feet too h igh for 
Hy dra-Matic purposes. 
GM engineers h ad to build a net­ 
work of steel girders 20 feet from 
th e floor to carry th e intricate net­ 
work of utility lines and convey or 
belts. 
Th e assembly of Hy dra-Matics 
also posed a special problem. For 
its size, th e automatic transmis­ 
sion is as finely too’ed as a watch . 
It must be assembled in a dust- 
free,

Th e only way to get th ese con­ 
ditions in th e h uge, 35-acre Willow 
Run “barn” was to build a factory

Th en, as a finish ing touch , th ey

GM recruited a labor force from 
a’l over th e country to convert 
Willow Run into a transmission 
plant and install th e complicated 
mach inery .
